N the fourth day of Sir Theydofius'’s death, being Sunday the 34 
O day of September, the body ef Sir Theodous beginning then to 
taint, and become offenfive, owing to the extreme heat“of the weather 
at that time, it was thought advifeable by Lady Voughton to have it put 
into a coffin, and accordingly the fame was, on that day, put into a 
jeaden coffin, and foldered up, and it was intended that the faid body 
fould have been buried on the next day, no one having at that time 
the leaft fufpicion that Sir ‘I heodofius had been pottoned : but on the 
iid next day, being Monday the 4th of September, and the fifth day 
of Sir Theodofius’s death, Sir William Wheler wrote ancthe: letter to 
Mr Donellan, informing him, that various reports, had been fpread 
yound the country refpedting Sir Vheodotius’s tudden death, and that, 
therefore, he withed, for general fatisfaditiuon, to have the body open- 





The faid letter was brought to Mr Donellan by Mr Powell, the gen- 
tleman before mentioned te have heep employed hy Sir ‘Theodofius as 
his furgeon, and Mr Donellan-had no fooner read it, than he imme- 
diately difpatched a mettenger with a letter to Coventry, to Mr W il- 
mer, futgeon, and Dr Rattray, phyfician: of that place, two of the 
gentlemen mentioned in Sir Wil!iam’s letter, whom he withed to have 
attend, exprefsly enjoining them to be at Lawford-Hall that evening, 
if poflible, to 6pen Sir Theodofins’s body. ’ 

When Mr Donellan opened this letter, and faw the nature of its 
contents, he was.a good deal affeéted, as was natural, when charged 
with fo horrid a crime; and his bands thaking very often from a ner- 
yous complaint he has loug been troubled with, they fhook particular- 
ly on this oceafion,. which was obferved by Mr Powell ; and it.is re- 
ported that the fame is to be brought againft Mr Donellan as a proof 


‘of his guilt. © 


As foon as Mr Donellan had fent for Mr Wilmer and Dr Rattray, 
he wrote an anfwer to Sir William Wheler, by Mr Powell, informing 
him of the ready acquiefence of the family to his propofition, and 
that he had accordingly fent for M? Wilmer and Dr Rattray, with an 
exprefs defire to have them attend that evening, and requefted Sir 
William likewif@ to.attend. He alfo delired Mr Powell. to tell Sir 
William to bring Mr Snow, Sir William's family furgeon and apothe- 
eaty, and living near Sir. William’s houfe, with him; and on Mr 
Powell’s return, he broucht another letter from Sir William, expr {l- 
ing his higheft approbation of the willingnetS the family thewed to 
have the body of Sit." Theodofius opened ; but begged to be exculed at- 
tending himfelf ; hinting that he thought it improper for any one, ex~ 
cept the Faculty, to attend on fuch oecafion, About nine o'clock the 
gentlemen of the Faculty arrived, and on Mr Donellan’s giving them 
Sir Willfam’s letters, and ‘telling them that it was wifhed by Sir Wil- 
liam and the family that the body of Sir Theodofius thould be opened, 
to difeover, if poflible, the’ caufe of his death; the faid gentlemen, 
confilting 6f Mr Wilmer, Dr Rattray, an affiftant to Mr Wilmer, and 
Mr Powell, as fyon as the coffin was unfoldered, went into Sir ‘Theo- 
dohus’s room by themfelves, and after continuing there fome time, re- 
turned, and inférmed Mr Doncllan, and the reft of the family, that 
the body was in fo putrida {tate, it was not only dangerous to ap- 
proach it, but impoflible then to form any judgment with refpect to 
the famey-eod therefore recommended it to ‘them to have the coffin 
foldered up again, and the body interred as foon as poflible. Mr Do- 
netlan then exprefld asl shut Sic WiHiam Wheler should know the 
refult of their attendance; and in order that he might have the great- 
er fatisfaAion, requefted Dr Rattray to wait upon him the next day, 
who replied, that he fhould fee Sir William, he believed, the next 
day, and would then inform him what had been done. 

The faid gentlemen of the Faculty then fat down with the family 
to fupper ; and after fupper all of them exprefling a with to return 
home, Mr Donellan requefted them to ftay all night, but on their de- 
clining it, he called Lady Boughton to the door, and hinted to her 
Ladythip that they fhould be paid, who faid the had not, for her part, 
at that time, money enough in her pocket to do it, whereupon Mr 
Donellan faid he would then pay them himfelf, if the pleafed, who de- 
fired he would, and accosdingly he gave them fix guineas a-piece, and 
Mr Wilmer’s affiftant two guineas, and which fees he thought no more 
than proper, confidering Sir Theodofius’s birth and fortune, and that 
they had put themfelves to the expence of hiring chaifes, owing to the 
latenefs of the hour they attendeds and Dr Rattray has fince decla- 
red, that his fee was no more than a country apothecary would have 
expected, 

Immediately after being paid, the above-mentioned gentlemen re- 
turned home, and the next morning, being Tuefday the sth of Sep- 
tember, and feventh day of Sir Theodofins’s death, Mr Donellan 
wrote a letter to Sir William Wheler, the purport whereof was to in- 
form him, that the gentlemen of the Faculty had attended accosding 
to his with, and that they fatisfied them at Lawford, and that, he 
bleffed God, he, Sir William, would hear from them the refult of 
their attendance. 

Soon after Mr Donellan had fent the above-mentioned letter, a 
Mr Bucknell, furgeon, of Rugby, called upon him at Lawford, and 
faid he had underftood that he, Mr Donellan, wifhed to have the 
body of Sir Théodofius opened. Mr Donellan replied, that it was 
his with to havé it done, and that Mr Wilmer, Dr Rattray, and Mr 
Powell had attended the preceding evening for that purpofe, but found 
it in fo putrid a ftate that they thought it not only unfafe to attempt, 
but impoflible, at that time, to form any opinion with refpeét to the 
caufe of Sir ‘Pheodofius’s death. Mr Bucknell laughed at this, and 
faid, that they were country practitioners. but that the matter of o- 
pening the body would he a pofy to hin. Mr Donellan thinking 
this a coxcomical « xpreffion, turned round, and could not help {mi- 
ling, which Mr Bucknell obferving, was very mucli offended at, as Mr 
Donellan has fince been informed, and which may, in fome meafure, 
account for the alive part he has taken to the prejudice of Mr Do- 
acilanin this bufinefs. 

But before they parted, Mr Donellan neverthelefs told Mr PBuck- 
nell, that Dr Rattray had declined opening the body; and alio, not- 
withflanding the carpenter and plumber had juft then finithed folder- 
ing and fattening up the coffin, yet it was ftill his with to have the bo- 
dy opened, and if he, Mr Bucknell, would take the trouble to wait 
Upon Sir William Wheler, and obtain his confent of its being done, 
he would again have the coffin unfaftened, and think himfelf obliged 
to him to undertake the matter, but faid, that as he, Mr Donnellan, 
had then hitherto aéted firiétly conformable to his, Sir William’s di- 
rections, he did not, at that period of time, like to do any thing 
without them. 

Mr Bucknell then left him, and the next morning, being Wednef- 
day the 6th of September, and the 8th day of Sir ‘headofius’s death, 
8s before mentioned, Mr Donellan received a letter from Sir William 
Wheler, in anfwer to that Mr Donnellan fent him the morning be- 
fore; in which letter Sir William fays, that according to his (Mr Do- 
Rellan’s) letter of the preceding morning, he expected to have feen or 
heard from the gentlemen who attended on Monday evening to open 
Sir Theodofius, but had been difappointed; and adds, that as he had 
been informed a Mr Bucknell, of Rugby, had faid he would undertake 
toopen the body, he would defire Mr Snow to call upon him, and 
take him with him to Lawford, and recomimends it to Mr Donnellan 
nb them open the body, in cafe they fhould attend for that pur- 
Pole. 








Immediately .of teccipt’of this letter, Mr DE beerfully de- 
termined, within: himétlf to have the body opened; ty Mr Bue . 
neil and Mr Snow thould attend, and, waited in expeftation of fing 
them, but was at a lofs to account for the reafon that Dr Ractiay hed 
not then been with, or fent to Sic William Wheler; and, {n,order to 
have the fameexplained, he fent a note that morning to Mc Wilmer, 
who wrote for anfwer, that De Rattray was out of town, but that he 
expeQed him home thatnight; and as foon as he fhould come, they 
would go to Sir William, ( 

Mr Donellay, as was before. mentioned, was waiting from. the 
time he had reécived Sir William Wheler’s letter, in expectatinn. o: 
fecing Mr Bocknell and Mr Snow, the plumber and carpenter being 
then there, ready to dpen the coffin. “Aboot three o'clock ‘in tie af- 
ternoon, Mr Bucknell ariived, when Mr Domellan immediately afked 
him if the men fhould begin to open the coffin? who faid, No, not 
till Mr Snow fhould come ; and. exprefled fome furprife at his not be- 
ing there, as, he faid, he had appointed to meet him at that time 
pundctually, 

Mr Bucknell waited fometime, and then teld Mr Donellan, thatihe 
could not wait any longetat that timey but would'call again; and de- 
fired that Mr Snow might wait, if he fhould come in the mean. time. 
M: Donellan prefled -him very much to flay, in the prefence of at 
leaft thirty of the tenants, who were then there ready to attend the 
funeral, (the fanre having ‘been previoully’ fixed for Tuetday) put in 
vain *, ’ 


Mr Snow waiteda confiderable time for Mr bers. tah ufft,and on 
his not coming, he-told Mr Donellan he could it donger 5. 


upon which Mr Donellan propofed that the coffit: thot’ be opened, 
and that ‘he, Mr Snow, ‘thould proceed to open the body, who decli- 
ned ite: Mr‘Dorcllan again‘ prefled the fame, faying,. that as mbit of 
the people, who were invited to the funeral, were tefiants) and lived 
at mo greatdiftunce, they wodld attend again on a future day ; where- 
tpon Mr Srow requefted to fpeak with the women who had fat up 
with the body, and alfo with the plumber and carpenter, and, after 
queftioning them in private, refpedting the fate of putridity the fame 
Was in, and being told by the plumber, that every time he foldeied 
and uvfoldered tle leadén coffin, he was obliged to maké it-fo hot 
that he could not touch it without burning himéfelf 2, he told MnDo- 
nel’'an that he could not think of complying with. his requeft, and ‘re> 
commended it to him by a'l means to have the hody buried that night, 
faying that he was fire Sir William Wheler, on a repgefintation of the 
circumftances, would approve of it, aod particularly as the revants 
were ailthen there, and ready. Notwithitanding which Mr Donel- 
lan ftill thewed a relugtance, which Mr Siow ebferving, abfolutely 
gave orders himfelf, in the prefence and hearing of all, the tenants, 
that the body might be turicd, and accordingly the, fame was buried 
about feven o'clock that evening, in the family vault at Newbold. On 
Mr Snow’s taking his awe at Lawford, Mr Donellan’ gave him fix 
guineagin conlderation of the great teoublehediad in the whele buii- 
nets, and which he thought the lealt he ould poflibly give him, 

Soon after Mr Show was gone Mr Bucknell arrived, bat on finding 
that Mr Soow, was gone, he directly went away again, and -appeared 
glad to do it. 

In a day or two after the funeral, a great noife was made in the 
country, and various falfe:and malicious repofts were propagated, tend- 
ing to crimiaate Mr, Doenellan as, theorurderer of Sir Vheodofins, and 
to accuie the gentlemen of the faculty; who had been called in to.open 
the body, of having endeavoured to fmother it; whereupon it was 
thought advifeable to have the Coffins once more opened, arid t6 hold 
the Coroner’s inqueft on the body! “Accordingly the Coroner, Mr 
Fox, of Coventry, was fent for, who attended, and fummoned & Jury 
to attend on Saturday the gth of September, and the eleventh day of 
Sir Theodofius’s death, at Newbold. .'The faid gentlemen of the 
faculty, in order to wipe off the figma unjuftly thrown upon their

the expence cf their lives, to infpalr the: yo I — 

On Saturdvy the 9th of September aforefaid, the Jary being met, the 
coffins were taken out of the vault and again opened, After having 
been fome time expofed te the open air in. Newbold ebreh- yard, Me 
Bucknell put ona waggoner’s froc’t, dipped in vinegar, and tied a nap- 
kin, alfo dipped in vinegar, round his mouth and noftrils, and then 
opened the body in the faid church-yard, in the prefenece of at leait 
five hundred perfons, among{t whom, for fome time, was Lady 
Boughton, who viewed the melancholy operation performing upon 
the corpfe of her fon, without betraying the leait appearance of feeling 
or affeétion. ' 

When the boly was opened, the other gentlemen of the ficnity 
went up to it and examined it, and were of opinion it was in a morti- 
fied ftate ; but when it is confidered how long Sir ‘Vheodofius had been 
dead, the exceflive heat of the weather at that time, the circumiftanct 
of the body having been heated fix times to the degree it was, by the 
foldering and untfoldering of the leaden coffin, and alfo. confidering 
that the fumes of lead have a particular tendency to the accelerating 
puticfadtion, the body was not more mortilied thati might reafonably 
be expected. ‘ 

It feems, according to what has fince tranfpired, that a quantity of 
thick fluid, of a brown colour (which was the colour of the phy fic fiid 
to have been taken by Sir Theodofius) was found ia the ftomach, 
which, on being examined, proved te have no fort of prittinefS, or 
any metaline particles in it; and it has alfo fince tranfpired, that the 
{tomach was lets inflamed than the neighbouring parts ; a circumitance 
which, it is reafonable to fuppofe, would not have been the cafe, had 
Sir ‘Theodofins been poiloned ; for the ftomach, inftead of being lefs 
inflamed, certainly in that cafe would have heen more inflamed than 
any other part: and, it is alfo reafonable to fuppofe, that had any 
poifon ever been therein, fome reliéts of it would have remained. 

The more natural fuppofition as to the caufe of Sir ‘Vheodofius’s 
death, feems to be this, that the naufeoufhefs*of the medicine occa- 
fioning a ficknefS, he bur{t a blood veffel in the courte of his (training, 
which bronght on the epilepfy or convullions, decribed by Lady 
Boughton; and this idea is very ftrongly fupported by the circamftance 
of upwards of a pint of extravafated b'eod appearing on each fide the 
thorax, or breaft, which it has lately tranfpired was the cate. 

‘That conyulfions are always the effects of a lofs of blood is a matter 
known to every one, and a,butcher's flaughter houle will furnith us 
with inftances of itevery day. A fheep never dies under the hands of 
the butcher, but it goes off in convulfions, and the fame may be faid 
of a cow, or any thing elfe. 

But, indeed, without any fuch primary canfe as before mentioned, 
many inftances have been known, where perfons in perfect health have 
been fuddenly feized with the epilepfy, and expired in convulfions in 
lefs time than Sir Theodofius did. One remarkable inflance of this 
kind of death happened in the cafe of Sir Theodofius’s father, the late 
Sir Edward Boughton, who died in the fame manner that his fon did, 
at a time when he was in perfeét health,, and alfo afterwards turned 
black about the face, and upper part of his body, and which isa cir- 
cumitance very common in convuliions, the violence of the bt forcing 
the blood into thofe parts, where, on circulation being {topped by 
death, the fame mutt of courfe remain +. 

3ut in order to prove that Sir ‘Theodofius did not die by poifon, a 
circumitance has lately tranfpired, which, it was intended by Mr Do-

From the time of the death of Sir Piteodofius, to the time of the 
funeral, Mr Doncllan was not out of the houfe, nor from that day 
was he further than the deer-park, till the faid gth of September, when 
he dttended the inqueft at Newbold, puriuant to a fammons from the 
Coroner for that purpofe. 

Bef we Mr Donellan’s attendance at Newbold, he heard that Mr 


Newnham (a gentleman before mentioned) had exprefled more antie- 
‘ty to haye the body of Sir ‘Theodofius opened, and the inqueft held, 


thao any one elic in the neighboushend, and that he had invited Lond:

When Mr Doncllan waited upon the Coroner and jury, the Coro- 
ner alked him if he chofe to remain in the room while the witheffes 
were examined, who replicd, that he ‘had no objedtion ; 
he ¢ontinved ty the room, daring the examination of the wi «My 
and in the courfe of Lady Boughton’s examination, when the fpoke of 
her ¢aughter’s maid telling her, that Mr Doncllan was not at.home, 


the {poke »zid fo low, that. Mr Dotellan did not ‘hear it, and think ~ 


ing the faid ** her daughter,” he pulled her by the fleeve, and her. 
fhe had made a miftake, for that -her daughter (Mrs Donellan) was 
Wot up at the time; whereypon Lady Boughton recalled her words, 
and faid, ** the meant her daughter’s maid.” This was the whole Me 
Doncllan meant by pulling Lady Boughton’s fleeve, ‘but the fame 
hath been conftrued by the malicious very invidioufly againft him F. 

When the examination of the witnefles was over, the Coroner (MF - 
Fox) went out, and fent for Mr Donellan to the door, telling him 
that he fent for him there, in order to talk to’ bim about the expences 
of the Inqueit, and afked him if the county or the family were to be 
at the expence,-who replied, that he fltould hold it difgraceful to fuf- 
fer the county to be at any exence, and added, that if he, Mr Fox, 
would let him know what the whole expence was, he would then diG 
charge it; who faid that he could not juft at that time tell him, but: 
that he would cail upon him at Lawford, in’ his road home, and let 
him Know cxadtly what the fame amounted to; and further faid, he 
was very happy to inform him, that all fufpicions w ult then end. 

Mr Donelian then took his leave and returned to Lawford, fully fa- 
tisfyiag himfelf that the Jury woald_go home convinced of his innos 
er a and in aNfiout three or four hours afterwards, Mr Fox, and Mr 
Wilmer the furgeon, who both lived at, Coventry, and had rors to 
go home together, called at Lawford, and being fhewn into the large 
parlour adjoining to the hall, Mr Donellan firft, and Lady Boughton - 


and Mes Donellan foom afterwards, waited upon them there, *

the whole was completed, fay what the expence would be ; upon which 
Mr Doneilan gave him feven guineas on account, whi h he received, 
and promited to let him know the next day what the whole expence 
would be. Mr Donelian alfo paid Mr Wilmer five guineas for his 
great trouble, and the difagreeable buiinefS he had went through; and 
on Mr Wilmer’s informing him, that the reft of the gentlemen of the 
Faculty, having patients to vifit in the neighbourliood, could not at= 
tend with him there, he defired him alfo to take five guineas a-piece 
for them, which he did, and which he afterwards paid to them. Mr 
Witmer and Mr Fox then went home to Coventry, the whole time of 
their being at Lawford-Hall not exceeding half an hour, 

On the next day, Mr Donellan was informed that Mr. Fox had 
fent a meffenger to the Jury to let them know that he"tould not ate 
tend that day, and defired their attendance to complete the inquefl on 
the Thurfaay following. 

‘This was a very unfortunate cireumftance for Mr Donellan, as it . 
gave his enemies, and thofe who wilhed to take away his life, an op7~ 
portunity, by the moft malicious falfehvods, of prejudicing the Jury 
againit him, notwit hftanding they had before feemed very well fatite 
fied, from what had paffed, that he was-entirely blamelefs. 

On the ‘Thurfday Lord D—— and Mr B-———d, with many other 
refpectable perfons, attended the completion of the inqueft, and Lord 
D—— had a private interview for upwards of half an hour with Lady 
Loughton before the went into the room to be azaia examined; and 
if there wasa poflibility of judging from her looks direéted to his 
Lordihip, and his io return, during the examination, there does not 
remain a doubt but that his Lordihip had fgid fomething to her in the 
courte of their interview, which had very much terrified her; for eve- 
ry time that the faid any thing which was thought to militate againg 
Mr Donellan, the looked at his Lordthip, who never failed to return 
a nod of approbation. We will fuppote that Lord D—— (from his 
general character) did this from a@ good. motive, but it was thought 
prudent to mention it. 

itis alf to be further cbferved, that, fince the inqueft was taken, 
feveral gentlemen in the neighbourhood of Lawford-Hall have, at dif. 
ferent times, fent for the. witnefles againft Mr Donellan to-their’ res 
fpective houfes, and extorted many things from them which are ine 
tended to be adduced at the trial. “hey have even went fo far as to 
threaten them with imprifonment and other punishments, and, calling 
in their clerks, feveral times have given them abfolute orders to make 
out commitments, if they did not fay fomething more againft Mr Do» 

nellan, * 

From thefe tortured re-examinations, reports have been continually 
fpread of freth faéts having come out, and the tame have tended to 
heighten the prejudice of the people very much againft Mr Don- 
nellan. 

Mr Donnel!an was not from Lawford-hall, further than the deere 
park, trom the gth of September to Thurfday,the rath. On that day 
the Jury met again, and detivered in their verdié, Wiiful Murder, a- 
gainit him, and he was thereupon taken into cuftody, upon the Coro» 
ner’s warrant, and carried firitto Rugby, then to Coventry, and from 
thence to Warwick, where he was committed a clofe prifoner ia the 
goal there, and Joaded with irons, to which he fubmitted with the 
greate(t fortitude ; not withing to fly from) his fate, being conicions 
that he thauld, on his trial, vindicate his honour and innocence to the 
whole world.

in Great Britain, the fame bounty as was allowed: in Ireland to the’ 
like articles. All he meant was to equalize the linen manufadture of 
the feveral countries, and, in fo doing, be thought he was ferving Jre- 
land as much as’ Great Britain, as large quantities of linen fromdre- 
land were exported through the means of this eountry, the trade: of 
Iscland not having yet found its way immediately to the colonies. 

“ The Hon. Gentkeman likewife meant to propofe to the Commit- 
tee, that the duty of the feveval articles ufed in the linen manufaéture, 
which paid a duty, fhoukl be taken off from thefe articles, as it was the 
princip ¢ of all wife and politic governments, not to check any manus 
facture, by laying a duty om the feveral articles receffarily ufed iw it. 
Soap, for inftance, was ufed in great quantities in the linen mannfac 
ture; and though it might be proper to Jay a duty on it, as far asthe 
ufe of it in general went, yet good fenfe required, that what. was ex- 
pended in manufatures fhould be exempted. He thould, therefore, 
move, that foap ufed in the manufacture of linen thould not pay any 
duty. He alfo meant to move-the like exemption in favour of barilla, 
vitriol, andftarch. ‘Fhe firlt propofition, namely, that of allowing:a 
bounty on printed and ftained linen, exported from Great Britain, the 
Hon. Gentleman then begged leave to fubmit to the Committee. 

** Lord North, in aipeech of tome length, fignified the inclination 
he had to acquiefce in the firlt propofition mentioned by the Honour- 
able Gentleman ; but with refpect ta the other propofitions, his Lord- 
fhip could not-think of acceding to them.

what was right at one time, they would at another time. Tle would 
therefore propofe what he knew to be right, till it thould meet with 
the fuccefs it merited. 

The firft propofition for allowing a bounty here and in Scotland 
on painted: and printed linep exported, was then put, and unanimoufly 
agreed to by the Committee. : 

“ Mr Dempfler then moved, That foap ufed in the manufacture of 
linen fhould pay no duty. 

“ Lord North oppoted this, as it would admit. of grest frauds. Iu 
Ireland, he faid, the cafe was different, as no duty at all was laid upon 
the article in that kingdom. 

« After fome little converfation, the queflion was put, and rejected 
on a divifion, 28 to. Tg. 

“ Mr Demp/ter then moved the like exemption from the duty on 
+itriol and barilla, which was agreed to. 

« The Honourable Gentleman next propofed that the duty on ftarch 
ufed in linen manufaéture, fhould be remitted. 

“ Lord North oppofed this, as open alio to fraud, as it would be 
impoffible to afcertain the quantity of {tarch ufed for that purpote. 

“ Lord Frederick Campbell thought that fiaud might be prevented, 
by allowing a certain draw-back on ftarch, according to the number of 
yards of linen manvfaciured. 

Lord Northwilhed, however, to have the motion withdrawn for 
awhile, and the fame was complied with.

‘The evil had taken foch deep root, that he feared it mutt be a 
work of confiderable time ‘to eradicate it completely. Stich however 
was the crying nature of. the cafe, that it. was abiolute'y neceflary 
fomething thould be done immediately. | He propofed the bill, there- 
fore, rather as an experiment, than as a certain means of etleéting the 
defired purpofe, and when it came into the Hone, he thould be proud 
to litten to every gentleman who had turned his thoughts to the fub- 
jet, and to profit by*his advice and affiftance. 

‘© Mr Turner, (who aever forgets the caute of humanity, even where 
fate neceffity is the predominant principle) rofe to expre{s his objec- 
tions to any bill that Icadcd to harrafs the tubjeét, and deprive indivi- 
duals of the free exercife of their natural liberty. He faid; he dread- 
ed the idea of deeming an imprefled man a deferter. He never could 
view fuch an individual in that light. An imprefled man, in fcizing 
the firit opportunity of making his efcape, did no more than nature, 
juttice, and reajon didtated; and it was cruelty im the extreme to autho- 
rize the punithment of perfous of the defeription {tated for attempting 
to regain their liberty. But the bill, as opened by the Honourable 
Gentleman, went a ftill more alarming length. It went to the punith- 
ment of thofe who concealed impretied men fo efcaping, with a heavy 
fine. What! would any man pretend to argue, that he ought tobe fi- 
ned for concealing his brother, his triend, or his neighbour, who, ha- 
ving been fnatehed away from his family, and dragged from his houfe, 
on board a thip, had found means to get on thore again? Elumanity 
fhuddered at the idea.’ He for one never would adopt it. He made 
no feruple upon his legs to declare, that be had concealed fome hun- 
. dreds of impreffed men in his time. [This Debate to be continued in
